The New Year is supposed to 
give new life to things in general — 
especially to things spiritual — and 
the organization known as the A. 
B B. lias strongly felt its impulse. 
The larger number present, and 
the greater interest shown, in the 
devotional meetings of Hie month 
of January, have amply proved this 

Two of our number, whom cir- 
cumstances have long detained, 

returned to neon the first of that 

month, and their presence is a 
power. These weie Messrs. Bow- 
ditch and Dunbar — the format of 
whom has taken active part. This 
is all the moie commendable from 
the fact that he is but partially 
deaf, and can wotk to good purpose 
among the hearing. His thoughts 
are fine and U> the point, and he 
can give them expression in the 
best of English. But to do this in 
a language so unfamiliar to him as 
signs, requires courage and de 
serves credit. 

Tbe opening meeting of the year 
was used by Mr. Packard as a 
trumpet call to greater faithfulness 
on the part of the members — his 
" talk" being read, later, by those 
not present, lie spoke from Judges 
5 : 23, on the sin of doing nothing 
In contrast to a negative Christian- 
ity, which simply does no harm, he 

urged the golden rule of Christ — 
active and positive effort for the 
good of others 

"The first question God asked of 
man was, " Where art thou ?" The 
second was. "Where is Abel, thy 
brother?" God never made aa In- 
dependent man — never one who did 
not strongly influence Others, and 
was not strongly Influenced by 
tlieni. 

" Words tell what you should be; 
deeds tell what you art. Lei those 
around you see that there is a reali- 
ty in walking with and for God." 

He closed with a most comforting 
passage, which I will quote entire. 

" Each has some work to perform, 
some little niche to occupy in Hie 
spiritual temple. Yours may be no 
splendid set vice, no flaming up of 
brilliant action, to dazzle the eye of 
man. It may be quiet, unnhsii-iisivc 
inner work: the trifling act of self 
sacrifice for the glory of God and 
the good of others, of which no eye 
but the eye that sees in secret is 
awnre. it matters not how 
" small" may lie the action, as one 
of you complained, for it is not 
what you do, but how you do it. 
'hat counts. God can be gloiified 
by the little things as well as great, 
and by nothing more than the daily 
walk, 'the dailv life" 

If God can be " glorified by little 
things," he certainly can be, and 
we believe has been, by this little 
devotional meeting of ours, whose 
second anniversaty was celebrated 
January Uth Mr. Packard read 
the names of those present on that 
first January evening in 1905, and 
it was found that two thirds of the 
number continue in active sympa- 
thy with the work, although distance 
from Boston prevents the regular 
attendance of all. 

From that day to this, Plough 
sometimes with only the "two or 
three," the meeting has kept on 
Il deserves the respect of outsiders, 
and should neither be Ignored nor 
ridiculed.
